gentleman who passed 
through the territory last night it 
was learned that the Dalton gang is 
now in camp 10 miles southwest of 
Pryor .Creek. 
The desperadoes are 
22 in number and defy anyone to 
attempt to take them. 
The man found dead 
turns out 
to be Jim Williams, 
a noted out-> 
law, and one of the most fearless 
of the robbers. 
A 
stockman 
was 
driving a lot of 
cattle 
into Adair 
Friday for shipment and accidently 
ran on to the train 
robbers 
while 
they were in camp. 
He counted 
twenty-two men, one of whom ap ­ 
peared to be badly wounded. 
This 
was verified 
yesterday 
when 
the 
dare-devils sent into.M uscogee for 
a doctor to come to 
their camp 
and 
attend 
the 
wounded 
man. 
lh e y also sent 
their compliments 
to a United States marshal at Mus­ 
cogee, telling him where they were 
camped and inviting him to come 
and take them. 


1 he M., K. N I. and the express 
company will doubtless have to pur­ 
sue different tactics if the opinion 
of an officer in the territory is worth 
anything. 
In speaking to the re­ 
porter’s informant last night, 
the 
marshal said that the men could be 
captured, but past experience had 
caused the people to be suspicious 
of the good faith of corporations. 
He 
seemed to feel that if all the 
outlaws were piled up dead on the 
depot platform at Adair the 
com ­ 
panies would 
then say that those 
were not the men, and refuse p ay­ 
ment. 
This, of course, was his own 
opinion. 
“ 
If, however,” said he, ‘ »the rail­ 
way 
and 
express 
companies will 
guarantee a salary of so much per 
day, the robbers will be captured, 
and it will be done in a short time.” 
It is now thought that $2,000 will 
cover 
the

taken. 
Bob Dalton was for a number of 
years a United States 
Marshal at 
Muskogee under 
the 
Fort Smith 
court and is an unusually handsome 
fellow and was rather an attractive 
acquaintance. 
He is said to be a 
cousin«of the younger brothers, their 
mothers being sisters.

“ I he Mohammedan Religion” was 
the subject of a very interesting talk 
made by Rev. Abraham Moorhatch, 
a native Persian, at the Broadway 
Presbyterian church last evening. 
Rev. 
Moorhatch 
has 
been in 
America three years preparing him­ 
self for missionary work among his 
own people, and will remain one 
year longer before sailing for his 
far off heathen home. 


I lie speaker said by way*of in­ 
troduction, that the chief re’ljfeions 
peculiar to his section of Asia, a’side 
from Mohammedanism, wastheNes* 
torian, an d 'lh at it-w as under thé 
teachings of tbq latter that himself 
and forefathers w 0 e brought up. 
* 
“ 
I nlike other heathen nations, 
the Persians never worship anything 
of their own making as is the case) 
w ith the ( hinese,” said the speaker. 
“ 
Far back as you may go you will 
find tais is true. 
They worshiped 
fire and the sun, it is admitted, butl 
not pe r 
se . 
Ihese 
objects were 
used merely as mediums of 
com * 
munication 
with 
their 
Superior; 
Being. ” 
The Persians, he claimed, were 
always monotbests. 
Substantially 
reproduced, 
the 
missionary spoke as follows*' 
He 


ber being subsequently reduced to 
5) per day. 


M hen he died 
and was trans­ 
lated to his inter planetary burial 
ground, where, according to Jules 
Verne, he even now gyrates around 
tfye moon, Mohammed left but one 
child, a daughter #lio, on her mar­ 
riage, 
claimed 
that 
her husband 
should take her father’s place. 


1 he people objected, 
and a war 
followed which resulted in 
the two 
great divisions before mentioned. 
T o commemorate this war, 
an­ 
nual occasions, of ten days dura­ 
tion, 
are . set aside, whereon the 
people assemble and indulge in the 
most revolting barbarities. 
The speaker said 
he 
had 
fre­ 
quently seen them suicide from the 
conviction that such would bring 
about reconciliation between them­ 
selves and their God. 


At these penitential gatherings, 
priests with 
handkerchiefs, 
wipe 
the tears from the people’s eyes and 
collecting 
them 
in 
bottles, 
sell 
the fluid 
for fabulous sums, 
be­ 
cause it was thought to cure sin. 
In concluding Rev. 
Moorhatch 
said: 
“ 
The Persians believe in a 
supreme God, 
the reward 
of 
the 
righteous and the 
punishment of 
the wicked; but at the same time 
their religion justifies them in com ­ 
mitting any sin provided they af­ 
terwards obey the following seven 
rules, namely: 


1. 
Confession 
of 
faith, which 
consists in 
recognizing G o d ’s su­ 
premacy and acknowledging 
that 
Mohammed was the great prophet. 
2. 
Wash five t imes daily. 
3. 
Pray five times daily. 
4. 
Fast one month in each year. 
5. 
Visit M oham med’s school.

said that there 
were 
200.000,000 
Mohammedans, chiefly in Asia and 
Africa. 
The religion is divided in­ 
to two classes, Orthodox and Hct 
erodox, 
corresponding to Protest­ 
antism and Catholicism. 
Mohammed, in his early 
travels 
over the east observed the diversity 
of religious beliefs and at the sug­ 
gestion of his mother conceived the 
idea of verifying them under one 
common creed. 
This idea was carried out, 
and 
being a man of extraordinary in­ 
telligence he preyed upon the cre­ 
dulity of the masses, leading them 
to believe that he was a divinely 
inspired prophet. 
The 
outcome was that Judaism, 
Heathenism and other false beliefs 
were .supported by the great im­ 
postor’s creed, which was accepted 
and believed generally. 
Following his 
achievement, 
he 
wrote the Koran and to perpetuate 
the religious standard he had set, 
claimed that this bible was written 
by God Himself. 
The speaker then pointed out the 
old hypocrits sophistries and ab­ 
surdities. 
Said he, “ 
The first mistake M o ­ 
hammed made was when he married 
that old woman.” 
He then referred to M oham m ed’s 
theory of heaven and how he 
had 
visited all seven of them. 
On his return from the celestial 
abodes to this mundane sphere, he 
promulgated additional fiats which 
he 
said were commanded of God 
whom he had seen during his heav­ 
enly journey. 
One of these commands was that 
the people pray 500 times (the num-
